To the Inhabitants of the Town of Westmoreland in the 
County of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Westmoreland on Tuesday, the twelfth (12) day of March, 
next at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects : 


Town meeting poll will close at (6.15) six fifteen of the 
elock in the afternoon. 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria~ 
tions of the same. 


3. To hear the report of agents and auditors and take any 
action thereto. 


4. To see if the Town will vote for snow removal and 
sanding on either class 5 or 6 roads or taken any other action 
relating thereto, raise and appropriate money for the same. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to apply calcium chloride 
or any other dust laying material to any of the gravel sections 
of the class 5 roads and raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 


6. To see if the Town will vote for class V assistance for 
class V roads and raise and appropriate the sum 1 of $550.08. 
(State contribution to be $2,200.31.) 


7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate in addition to what is required by law for 
highways and bridges. 
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8. To see what disposition the Town will vote to make of 
the income of the Jotham Lord fund. 


9 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $130.00 for the support of the library. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $60.00 to the Monadnock Region Association of 


Seenic New Hampshire for issuance and distribution of printed . 


matter, newspaper and magazine advertising, calling attention 
to the resources and natural advantages of the Town, in ¢o- 
operation with the other thirty-seven towns in the Monadnock 
Region. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00 for the white pine blister rust control in 
co-operation with the State Forestry and Recreation Depart- 
ment. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $75.00 for the upkeep of cemeteries. 


13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise. 


and appropriate to finish the town line between Walpole and 
Westmoreland and establish a marker at the river bank and 
reset the town line posts that have been moved. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the select- 


men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to petition the State Tax 
Commission to have an audit made by the Division of Municipal 


Accounting, and to make an appropriation to cover the expense 


of such audit. 


16. *To see what action the Town will take relative to 
electing a cemetery committee of three to expend such sums 
as may be raised and appropriated for upkeep of cemeteries 
and to expend interest from Trust Funds. 


17. *To see if the Town will vote to instruct the select- 
men to appoint one man as Public Works Manager and the 
Town to designate his duties or take any other action pertaining 
thereto. , 
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18. *To see if the Town will vote to elect by ballot, or 
instruct the selectmen to appoint a Planning Board of five 
members, to include one selectman and one school board mem- 
ber, or take any other action pertaining thereto. 

19. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Municipal 
Budget Act. s 


20. *To see what sum of money the Town would raise and 
“appropriate or borrow in addition to the vote on article seven- 
teen (17) of 1942 Town Warrant for the purchase of adequate 
fire apparatus and also provision for housing such equipment: 
and to take any other action pertaining thereto. 


21. To see what action the Town will take relative to the 
disposal of the Charles Gannett place, so-called, which was 
taken over by the Town for non-payment of taxes. 


22. To see if the Town deems it expedient to allow 
‘‘Granger Hollow’’ to be re-opened for dances, ete. 


23. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate, or borrow, for purchasing road 
equipment.

Article III. It was voted to accept the town reports as 
printed. 


Article XXIII. Since it was. necessary for one of the 
selectmen to be absent for part of the afternoon, it was voted 
to act on this article-at this time. It was voted to raise and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed $300.00 to have an audit 
made of the town books by the State Division of Municipal 
Accounting. 


Article 1V. It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,400.00 for snow removal and sanding, to be used 
on roads where the buildings are permanently occupied. 


Article V. 1. It was voted to discontinue or petition the 
Superior Court to discontinue the road leading from the Glebe 
road near the residence of C. W. Messer past the Alfred 
Lawrence place, so-called, if and providing the owner will 
give a right of way through the mowing; voted to discontinue 
or petition the Superior Court to discontinue the road from 
the Lawrence place, so-called, to the Glebe road near the 
-Mulhegan land, so-called. 

2. It was voted to discontinue the road leading from the 
above mentioned road past the Pat Berry place so-called. 

3. It was voted to discontinue or petition the Superior 
Court to discontinue the road leading from the Warner J. 
Holden barn past the Gurnsey place, so-called, to the town line. 
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4. It was voted to discontinue subject to gates and bars 
or petition the Superior Court to discontinue subject to gates 
and bars, the road leading from Route 63 near the residence 
of Belle Whittaker past the Hartwell mill, so-called, to Route 
63 near Partridge Brook. 


5. It was voted to petition the Superior Court to close 
permantly the road leading from the C. J. Leach place, so- 
called, to Route 63 near the house owned by Mina 8. Albee; 
also the road leading from this road past the Daggett place 
so-called over what is known as Nims Hill to the road leading 
past the Edgar French place. 


6. It was voted to discontinue or petition the Superior 
Court to discontinue the road leading from the Mary Popruk 
buildings towards Route 12 near the Charles Wyman place 
so-called.

i. It was voted to discontinue subject to gates and bars 
or to petition the Superior Court to discontinue subject to 
cates and bars the road leading from the London road so- 
called towards Surry line and known as the Turnpike Road. 


8. It was voted to close permanently the road leading 
from the cottage on the Emma Jenkins land to the intersection 
of the road leading from Route 12 past P. O. Thompson’s and 
known as the Beebe Hill road. 


9. This item was passed over by majority vote. 


10. It was voted to discontinue subject to gates and 
bars or petition the Superior Court to discontinue subject to 
gates and bars the road leading from the barn of Dexter 
Chamberlain to Route 12 and known as the Rogers Crossing 
Road. 


11. It was voted to discontinue subject to gates and bars 
or to petition the Superior Court to discontinue subject to gates 
and bars the road leading from Route 63 to the Ephriam Hunt 
place so-called. 


Article. VI. It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 to repair the bridge on the Glebe road between 
the village and the cemetery. 
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Article VII, VIII, IX. These articles were taken up to- 
gether. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $495.49 
for Class V assistance for Class V roads, the sum to be applied 
on calcium and tar. It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
following sums to be expended according to the estimate re- 
ceived from Mr. Eaton of the State Highway Department. 


For surface treated gravel, $1,738 30 
For calcium treated gravel, 1,820 00 
Class V roads, 2,304 00 
Special work, 900 00 


Article X. It was voted to pass over this article. 


Article XI. Itewas voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 to repair the embankment near the E. J. Good- 
now mill so-called. 


Article XII. The town voted to raise and appropriate. 
the sum of $100.00 to be used for purchasing snow fence. 


Article XIII. The sum of $100.00 was voted to be raised 
and appropriated to complete the typing of the historical papers 
of Mrs. Ella Abbott; and to put the same in order for the 
printer. 

It was voted to authorize the committee to proceed with 
the printing of the town history, the printing to be given to the 
lowest responsible bidder. It was voted to borrow the money 
for the cost of publishing. The sums received from the sale 
of the histories to be paid to the town, such sums to be 
applied to the cost of publishing. 


Article XIV. It was voted to pass over this article

Article XVI. The income of the Jotham Lord fund was 
voted to be used for the support of the library. 


Article XVII. It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $130.00 for the town library. 


Article XVIII. The sum of $60.00 was voted to be raised 
and appropriated to the Monadnock Region Association to 
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defray the expense of advertising the advantages of the town 
in cooperation with the other thirty-seven towns in the Monad- 
nock Region. \ 


Article XIX. It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $400.00 to be used in cooperation with the State Naeeviey 
Department for white pine blister rust control. 


Article XX. It was voted to raise and appropriate the est 
sum of $75.00 for the upkeep of cemeteries. 


Article XXI. The town voted to authorize the selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article XXII. The article was passed over by vote. 


Article XXIII. The article was reopened, discussed, and 
voted to proceed with the State Audit as first voted. 


Article XXIV. It was voted to go on record that the 
Town of Westmoreland was unanimously in favor of support- 
ing the United States in its membership to maintain the peace 
of the world. 


Article XXV. The town voted that the selectmen be in- 
structed to purchase and erect a marker for the grave of the 
late William French. The cost of the marker to be $35. 00 or 
$40.00 and to be paid for out of the general fund. 


The selectmen, Arthur G. Whitehouse, H. Bramwell Shaw 
Jr., were appointed a committee to see what can be done for 
establishing an air strip and report their findings at the next 
town meeting.

Lester E. Washburn had 96 votes and 
was declared elected. 


Elizabeth A. Moore 
had 152 votes and was declared elected. 


Auditors. Lawrence Leach, Walter Taylor, Merton Leach, 
Harold King, Ruth Churchill, Ellen A. Hall, each had 1 vote.

Submitted herewith is the report of an audit and exami- 
nation of the accounts of the Town of Westmoreland which 
was made. by the Division of Municipal Accounting of the 
State Tax Commission in accordance with the vote of the 
town. This audit covered the fiscal year ended December 
31, 1944 and the period from January 1 to October 15, 1945. 
Exhibits and Schedules as hereafter listed are included as 
part of this report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Town Clerk, Road Agents, Trustees of Trust Funds and 
Library Treasurer. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Revised Balance Sheet—December 31, 1944: (Exhibit III) 


Minor changes were made in the balance sheet of December 
31, 1944, as originally made out, which are reflected in the 
revised balance sheet presented in Exhibit III. 
Increase of Surplus: 


As indicated by Exhibit III, the Net Surplus was increased 
during the year ended December 31, 1944, by $1,787.55. Gains 
in Surplus resulting from the retirement of long term notes 
and other minor items were partially offset by a net budget 
deficit. The change in financial condition of the town during 
the year may be summarized as follows:

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures— 
Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits 1 & II) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and expendi- 
tures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1944, are presented in Exhibits I and'II. As in- 
dicated by the budget summary, a net overdraft of appropri- 
ations of $1,062.63, less an excess of actual over estimated rev- 
enue of $182.18, resulted in a net budget deficit of $880.45. 
It will be noted, however, that a large part of the appropria- 
tion overdraft was occasioned by the payment of long term 
notes of $2,550.00 out of surplus, no appropriation having 
been made for this purpose. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well 
as entries in the books of record. Receipts were checked by 
source and totals of receipts and expenditures verified. Proof 
of the Treasurer’s balance as of September 30, 1945, is indi- 
cated in Schedule H. 


TAX ACCOUNTS 


The tax warrants of the Collector for the levies of 1945 
and 1944, were audited. Summarized statements of these 
accounts aS of December 31, 1944 and October 15, 1945, are 
presented in Schedules D. J and J-1.

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Examination was also made of the tax sale accounts. 
Detailed lists of the unredeemed taxes as of December 51, 1944 
and October 15, 1945, are included in Schedules D-1 and J-3, 
respectively. 


TOWN CLERK 
The accounts of the Town Clerk were examined and 
audited. All funds received by the Clerk on account of the 
issuance of motor vehicle permits and dog licenses were prop- 
erly accounted for through remittances to the Treasurer, fees 


retained or cash on hand. Summaries of these accounts appear 


in Schedules C and I. 
> 


LIBRARY TREASURER 


The receipts and expenditures of the Library Treasurer 
were checked and the balance on hand as of the date of audit 
verified. 


TRUST FUNDS 


Securities representing the invested principal and bank 
books representing the principal and unexpended income of 
the trust funds were examined. A summary statement of 
trust fund principal and income is included in Schedule F. 


TOWN OFFICERS’ SURETY BONDS 


The surety bonds of the town officers were examined and 
found to be satisfactory as to form and amount. A list of 
officials required by law to furnish surety bonds, the surety 
companies and amounts of bonds for the current year, are 
included in Schedule G. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


In order to present a comprehensive picture of the financial 
eondition of the town over a ten year period and to show the 


_ changes which have taken place during this period, Table I 


has been prepared and is included as part of this report. This 
table sets forth the outstanding indebtedness, assessed valua- 
tion, taxes assessed and tax rates, as well as the uncollected 
and unredeemed taxes for each of the fiscal years from January 
31, 1936 to December 31, 1944, inclusive. 
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During this period commendable progress has been made 
in debt reduction, at Net Debt of $10,500.66 having been en- 
tirely wiped out and a Net Surplus of $2,198.02 accumulated. 
Outstanding notes of approximately $20,000 were likewise 
retired in the years between January 31, 1956 and December 
31, 1944. 

A very definite improvement in the collection of taxes 
was also made during the same period. Uncollected and un- 
redeemed taxes amounted to more than $10,000, on January 
31, 1936, while as of December 31, 1944, there was less than 
$3,000 in delinquent taxes. 

The assessed valuation increased by shgktly over $50,000 
in the ten year period, taxes assessed were higher by $2,400 
and the local tax rate increased from $3.45 to $3.55 per hun- 
drel. The average tax rate for the state in the corresponding 
years was $3.17 and $3.07, respectively. 


Conclusion : 

The accounts and records of all town officials were found 
in good condition and the accounting procedure conformed 
to the uniform system prescribed by this Division. 

The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, require that this report or a summary of its essential 
feaiures shall be published in the next annual town report. 
This letter of transmittal should be included in its entirety 
but the inclusion of Exhibits and Schedules is optional. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of West- 
moreland for their assistance during the course of the audit.

Explanation of budget items: 


(1) Teachers’ salaries. This figure will maintain the 
present staff at salaries on a level with the average for schools 
of this type. It also provides a small sum for a music instructor 
should one be available another year. 


(2) This item has been raised this year, as other years 
not enough has been appropriated to cover the actual expendi- 
ture. Items in this section include maps, tests. graduation 
expenses, and weekly current event papers for all the pupils. 

(3) This is another item that has always been figured 
very close. With the increased cost of labor and materials it 
was felt best to make a small increase. 
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(4) The nurse’s salary was raised this year by vote of 
the union. 


(5) This item is considerably more than last year due 
to the closing of the Depot school. It is only about one-half 
as much as a teacher would cost, and the added efficiency and 
economy of operation Jn the whole district is well worth the 
change. 


(6) The inerease here is to offset the increase in the cost 
of foodstuffs. The major item under this appropriation is hot 
lunches. See the superintendent’s report for more details. 


(7) This.is the major item in the budget. Next year 
there will be more pupils in high school which would make an 
increase. In addition to this the tuition rate for Keene High 
School is to be increased another year. 


(8) ’ The item of expenses of administration was omitted . 
from the budget last year by error.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


a, 


To the School Board and Citizens of Westmoreland: 


I herewith submit my first report as Superintendent of 
Schools: 


This is the first peacetime year since 1941. There is no 
need to review all the problems the schools have had to cope 
with during this period of national crisis. Probably the greatest 
problem has been in the field of personnel. At the beginning 
of the war there were hardly more than enough teachers to 
fill all the classrooms. The colleges and universities were 
oraduating only enough teachers to take care of a moderate 
turnover. The enrollments of teacher candidates had been 
falling off since depression days. The low wage scales then 
in existence and the generally unsatisfactory lving and work- 
ing conditions, as compared to office and other types of work, 
was not very appealing to high school graduates. 


Immediately this country entered the war and started on 
a program of vast war production, industry launched a cam- 
paign for new workers offering high wages and ideal working 
conditions. Many teachers took advantage of these offers. 
The armed forces also made attractive overtures, with the re- 
sult that the schools lost more teachers. These three factors: 
reduced number of new teachers, industrial competition, and 
the armed: forces account in a large measure for the shortage 
of teachers today. Present indications are that the situation 
will get worse for several years instead of better, particularly 
in the elementary field. 


There are high school teachers returning from the war 
effort and there shouldn’t be too great a shortage of these 
another year. The rural situation is really acute. There are 
no people preparing for rural schools. The living conditions 
are very unsatisfactory; it has been practically impossible to 
find any kind of living accommodations for the teachers in 
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some communities. Other districts have been forced to trans- 
port a teacher some distance to a larger community in order 
to have a teacher. Today almost every teacher is looking for 
a single grade, or at most two grades, in a larger community. 
Many rural schools have been closed and others will need 
to be as the number of available teachers diminishes. 


Last spring your school board voted to close the Depot 
school and transport the pupils; together with the older ones 
from the Kast to the Village school. This was in line with the 
recommendations made by Mr. Dalzell in his report last year 
commenting upon the teacher shortage. 


The change has worked out very well and the pupils are 
progressing satisfactorily. It is better for the pupils, being 
together, than being separated, a few in each district. The 
teachers are able to give more time to the pupils; have fewer 
grades to deal with. Eventually their should be one central 
school for the whole town for great efficiency and economy 
of operation. 


Two teachers left at the close of the year last June. One 
position was filled by Mrs. Paine, a former teacher and resi- 
dent of the Corner district. Mrs. Dunn took over the duties 
of the upper classes at the Village school and Mrs. Perham was 
given the Hast school, consisting of the first six grades. 
Westmoreland is fortunate to have a group of such excellent 
teachers. 


This year the Corner School and the Village School are 
participating in the Federal Hot Lunch Program. This amounts 
to a contribution of varying amounts up to nine cents per 
meal to help defray the cost of providing a hot lunch during 
the winter months. The school district has always contributed 
a small sum, so that one hot dish or drink could be available 
to supplement the cold lunch of the pupil. This year the 
Corner P. T. A., Grange, Men’s Club, 4-H Club, parents have 
combined their contributions to provide a complete noon meal 
at the Corner School. 


In the Village the Grange, Men’s Club, Old Home Day 
Association, and parents have made sizeable donations toward 
the noon lunch which is being sponsored by the P. T. A.

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The Corner School has been given a complete set of the 
Book of Knowledge by a former pupil. The P. T. A. has sub- 
seribed to the National Geographic magazine for the school.

HEALTH 
Health inspection showed the following defects: 
90 pupils were inspected. 
10 were underweight. 
63 were in need of dental care. 
4 were advised to have nose and throat examination 
by a physician. 
4 were unvaccinated without proper excuse. 


Dental clinics were held at he South Village March 21, 
1945, and at the Corner School June 2, 1945. Work done was 
as follows: 


Number of pupils treated, 22 
Number having teeth cleaned, 20 
Number of silver fillings, 16 
Number of extractions, 9 


12 pupils had their teeth cared for by their own dentist. 


1 pupil had special eye examination and defect corrected. 

2 pupils were treated privately for tonsils and adenoids. 

74 pupils were given audiometer tests; one pupil. was 
found to have defective hearing. 
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BUILDING AND EQUIPMENT 


The south end of the Corner School was re-clapboarded 
and painted. The roof and shed of the Hast School were 
repaired. At the Village School a new drinking fountain was 
installed. It was necessary to do considerable work on the 
pump in order to keep it functioning. You are being asked to 
consider replacing this pump which is now about fifteen years 
old. It is essential that the school have an adequate supply 
of water at all times. The board wishes your consideration 
of the following alternatives; 1. Keep the present pump-even 
though it means a considerable annual outlay to keep it running, 


2. Purchase a new unit of similar output, 


3. Plan for the future by providing running water to the 
building or purchasing a pump of sufficient size to care for 
any anticipated needs. 

The Depot P. T. A. gave the Village School three teeters. 
The usual cleaning and minor repairs were done during the 
vacation.
